Empty buildings in Whitechapel to be opened up to small firms and social enterprises

AMBITIOUS plans have 
been launched to open 
up empty or underused 
space in Whitechapel. 


The councils Enterprising 
Whitechapel scheme will 
identify empty or underused 
buildings in the area and 
bring them back into use, by 
providing workspace for small 


to medium-sized enterprises. 

The plan is part of the 
Whitechapel Vision regenera- 
tion project. Funds from the 
council and the Mayor of 
London's High Street Fund will 


be used to carry out works to 
bring the buildings up to stan- 
dard for temporary use by busi- 
nesses and social enterprises. 

The spaces will be advertised 
to workspace providers,

cultural and creative industries, 
tech start-ups, and community 
and not-for-profit users. 

The council will be creating 
a vacant buildings register on 
the Enterprising Whitechapel 
website.

DEMOLITION has begun 
to make way for the next 
stage of redevelopment 
of the Ocean Estate in 
Stepney. 

Mayor John Biggs donned a 
hard hat and protective cloth- 
ing to see the latest stage of 
the works. This phase will see 
the demolition of three out- 
dated and poorly designed 
blocks - Allonby, Channel and 
Studland Houses - to be re- 
placed by 225 much-needed 
new homes. 

More than half of the new 
properties will be available 
for affordable rent and shared 
ownership. 

The council has invested 
£8,650,000 into the redevelop- 
ment, alongside £3,895,000 
from the Mayor of London. 

Mayor Biggs was joined by 
representatives from the coun- 
cil's development partners - 
Jacqui Esimaje-Heath, from 
East Thames Housing Associa- 
tion, and Steve Leakey, from 
Higgins Construction. 

Between 2009 and 2013, 
more than £220 million was 
invested in the estate. 

So far 1,200 existing council 
homes have been refurbished. 
More than 800 have had new 
kitchens and bathrooms in- 
stalled, and all have benefited 
from new windows and other 
improvements to the exterior 
of buildings. 

More than 800 new homes 


have been built - offering 
homes for social rent, shared 
ownership and private sale. 

Half (395) are affordable, 
offering shared ownership op- 
portunities to help first time 
buyers (100), as well as rented 
homes for those on the coun- 
cil's housing waiting list (295). 

New facilities have also 
been provided, including a 
community centre with a GP 
surgery, housing services and 
space for local groups. Play 
areas and ball courts have also 
been built. 

More than 75 local people 
have been offered construction- 
related jobs, and hundreds of 


residents have worked on the 
project. One particular success 
has been the Construct Your 
Career programme, which has 
seen 54 residents graduate 
with the skills to work in the 
building industry. 

More than 30 have since 
found permanent jobs. 

Mayor Biggs said: “It's great 
to get on site and see for my- 
self how the transformation 
of the Ocean Estate is provid- 
ing real and long lasting im- 
provements for existing and 
future residents. 

“The chronic shortage of 
good-quality and affordable 
housing is one of the biggest 


challenges we face, so we will 
continue to do all we can to 
encourage the development 
of major housing schemes.'' 

Cllr Sirajul Islam, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for housing, said: “The local 
community has been at the 
heart of plans to redevelop the 
estate. This is particularly 
important when the scheme 
is creating new homes and 
facilities within an already 
well-established community. 

“This next stage will further 
enhance the dramatic trans- 
formation of the estate and 
create a community fit for 
future generations.''

Eligible spaces must be made 
available for a minimum of 
two years, but longer terms 
will be welcomed. They must 
also be connected to services 
(electricity and plumbing). 

Mayor John Biggs said: 
“Whitechapel is going to be 
the site of much change over the 
next few years. By offering up 
these affordable spaces, we 
hope to root Whitechapel 
firmly on the map as a centre 
of entrepreneurial innovation.” 

In February, Mayor Johnson 
awarded £500,000 to the coun- 
cil to run a number of projects 
in Whitechapel - one of which 
was to bring empty space back 
into use. The grant is being 
matched by the council. 

The investment will be used 
to make Whitechapel a better 
place to do business. The fund- 
ing will support local business- 
es and attract investment. 

The council's Whitechapel 
Vision masterplan coincides 
with the opening of the new 
Crossrail station in 2018. The 
plan, launched in March last 
year, has generated a lot of 
support from residents and

shisha smoking

THE council has been working with the 
police to make sure the borough’s shisha 
bars comply with the law. 

The person in charge of Suave Shisha 
Lounge on Globe Road was found guilty of 
not preventing the smoking of shisha in an 
enclosed place. 

Waltham Forest Magistrates' Court ruled 
that Fahim Ahmed, also of Globe Road, was 
considered to be in charge and could have 
stopped people from smoking inside the shisha 
lounge. 

At a hearing on August 19, Ahmed was ordered 
to pay a fine of £200 and £320 in costs. 

Joint visits by the Partnership Task Force and 
council's Smoke Free Team at the shisha bar took 
place last year. 


Officers witnessed the smoking of shisha 
pipes, which were later seized. Further 
investigations were undertaken and the matter 
was referred to the court. 

Cllr Shiria Khatun, deputy mayor and cabinet 
member for community safety, said: "The 
council and police urge all shisha bar operators 
in the borough to comply with the law. We have 
the systems in place to monitor illegal activity 
and, in some cases, we are prepared to take 
enforcement action. 

"It is important that we continue to work 
together with the police to ensure all business- 
es within Tower Hamlets operate within the 
law. There are significant health problems 
linked to the inhaling of tobacco shisha and it 
is important residents are aware of this.''

Arrest as body is discovered in Stepney 


A MURDER investigation 
is underway after the 
discovery of a man’s body 
in Stepney. 

Police were called at about 
7.15pm on Thursday, September 
3, to an address in Timor House, 
Duckett Street, Ei. Officers and 
the London Ambulance Service 
attended and found the body of 
a 3 6 -year-old man. 

A post-mortem to establish 


the cause of death will be 
scheduled in due course. 

The man's next of kin have 
been informed, but he had not 
been formally identified as East 
End Life went to press. 

As a result of information 
received, officers attended an 
east London hospital where 
they arrested a 29-year-old man 
on suspicion of murder. 

He remains in hospital, 


where he is being treated for a 
hand injury. 

Detectives said: "At this 
early stage, we are not looking 
for anyone else in connection 
with the investigation."

‘Tenderly loved... 
never forgotten' 


WHILE attending a 
seminar at Queen Mary 
University of London, just 
off the Mile End Road, I 
stumbled across a piece of 
grey, flat, weed-strewn 
wasteland, which turned 
out to be a forgotten 
Jewish cemetery. 

My grandparents were 
Ukrainian Jews who came to the 
East End as refugees from Tzarist 
Russia in 1900 so, given my 
heritage, I became curious. 

A sign stated that it had 
opened in 1733 for the descen- 
dants of Jewish refugees who 
fled Spain and Portugal during 
the Inquisition. Here lay 
Sephardic - the Hebrew word 
for Spanish - Jews from the 
Iberian Peninsula. 

In 1492, to enforce Catholic 
orthodoxy, the monarchs of 
Spain and Portugal issued the 
Alhambra Decree, expelling 
all Jews - a community which 
had lived in that region for 500 
years. Conversion or execution 
were the alternatives. 

Half the Jews, about 40,000, 
fled to England, Europe, north 
Africa, the Ottoman Empire 
and as far afield as the Dutch 
Antilles in the Caribbean. 

In Curacao, they built their 
first synagogue in 1674. Eventu- 
ally there were four. Having 
paid a visit to the first one in 
2005, I stood on the white 
sand floor, reminded of the 
self-deprecatory Jewish joke: 
"When a Jew is washed up on 
a desert island he builds two 
synagogues; one that he 
wouldn't be seen dead in.” 

In Mile End, the first Sephardic 
burial ground was opened in 
1657 but, after 1,706 burials, it 
was full. Then negotiations 
started for the new - or Nuevo 
- ground nearby, in an orchard. 
When Queen Mary and West- 
field College (now Queen Mary 


University of London) expand- 
ed in 1974, 7,500 remains were 
dug up and re-interred in 
Brentwood Jewish Cemetery. 

This sad-looking, walled 
remnant, 150 yards square, 
contains about 2,000 burial 
plots, set in irregular rows, bear- 
ing names such as DeCosta, 
Konseca, Montefiore and 
D'Israeli - Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Disraeli's ancestors. 

The stones lay flat to symbol- 
ise equality in death. Pebbles had 
been placed on some of the 
graves, according to Jewish 
custom. Flowers are not left, 
only pebbles. No one knows the 
origin of this custom, but the 
most poetic theory dates from 
biblical times. 



which symbolises 
equality in death; 
and pebbles are 
placed on graves 

When a shepherd took his 
sheep out to graze he would 
count them and put the same 
number of pebbles in a sling. 
When he drove the sheep home 
he would check the number 
returned by his stones. It is 
said that Jews place a pebble on 
a grave to implore God to keep 
the departed soul in his sling. 
The pebble also signals a visi- 
tor's remembrance. 

Death dates and memorials 
are engraved in Hebrew on all 
the stones, alongside English 
translations. So, Menahem 5575 
equated to September 1815, and 
Kislev 5653 was November 1892. 

"Beloved by all who knew 
him” and "her short sweet life 


was a dream of an angel” were 
inscribed in Hebrew and Eng- 
lish. The ghostly imprints of lost 
inscriptions were all that re- 
mained on older, poorer graves. 

The complex Hebrew calen- 
dar's reference point is held to 
be one year before the creation 
of the world, "at the first new 
moon in the year of chaos”. 

One of the medieval Jewish 
scholars who calculated it in 1178 
was the Spaniard Maimonides. 
He arrived at the date Monday, 
October 7, 3761 BC. 

The most recent Jewish New 
Year started in September 2014, 
so this year is 2014 plus 3761 = 
5775. By modern calculations of 
the origin of the earth, the 
Jewish year should currently be 
3,761 million and one. 

Odds are that Hitler didn't 
know the Nuevo cemetery but 
that didn't stop one of his 
bombs hitting it on September 
23, 1940. Thirty-four graves were 
destroyed, now replaced by a 
memorial plinth. 

In the 19th century, body- 
snatchers robbed the graves 
such that a night-watchman, 
armed with a blunderbuss was 
employed, until the Anatomy 
Act of 1832 saved the corpses. 

Among the memorials to 
long-dead people, other life 
teamed. Ants, spiders, dragon- 
flies and squirrels rustled about 
the quiet oasis. Fox holes were 
plentiful. Birds sang in the trees. 

On leaving, my eye caught the 
inscription on a child's grave- 
stone dated 1905. Her age had 
been eroded by time: "Tender- 
ly loved. Deeply mourned. 
Never forgotten.” But there was 
no pebble on her grave. Had she 
finally been forgotten? 

In 1968, the Alhambra Decree 
was formally revoked and, just 
last year, the government of 
Spain granted descendants of ex- 
pelled Jews Spanish citizenship. 
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Which will be the People’s Choice? 

Open spaces competing for the award include St George's Gardens, 
Mile End Park, Trinity Square Gardens, Millwall Park, Island Gardens, 
Weavers Fields, Altab Ali Park and Poplar Recreation Ground.

Stab threat 
at car pound 

A MAN was arrested and 
charged with threatening 
behaviour following an 
incident at the council 
car pound. 

Customers who attend the 
pound are often angry at 
having had their vehicle 
removed for parking illegally 
and having to pay charges to 
retrieve it. 

This can lead to cashiers 
being at the end of a torrent of 
abuse and threats. 

One such incident occurred 
in June when a customer 
threatened to stab a cashier, 
and made threats towards 
their family. 

This left the officer shocked 
and upset. 

A young man was later 
arrested and charged with 
threatening behaviour and 
criminal damage. 

Council officers work hard to 
maintain safe and efficient 
traffic flow across the borough 
and provide safe and fair 
parking space for all road users. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet mem- 
ber for environment, said: "We 
understand that people can be 
upset when faced with a bill to 
retrieve their vehicles, but we 
plead for restraint and ask 
residents to follow the correct 
complaint procedures if they 
have an issue. 

"Thankfully, the majority of 
residents and visitors to the bor- 
ough who collect their vehicles 
are well behaved. We urge peo- 
ple to respect staff who are 
simply trying to do their jobs."

Season of mists 
and fruitfulness 


News fxom the

AUTUMN is the “season 
of mists and mellow 
fruitfulness” as John 
Keats wrote in his poem 
To Autumn. 

These days we don't get many 
misty days in autumn. The 
nicest sort are those that start 
misty then break to blue skies 
around mid-morning. 

Autumn mists can be very 
local, with some places, especial- 
ly near the Thames, staying 
misty all day, while nearby 
there's nothing but sun. 

When the mist has gone and 
the sun comes out, every spider's 
web shines with gold and silver, 
and rainbow-coloured drops of 
moisture. 

It's then you realise just how 
many spiders there are, and 
how many different kinds, each 
with its own way of building 
its web. 

The most conspicuous are 
the big orb web spiders with 
their large circular webs slung 
on a silk thread that is attached 
at each end to branches or 
railings which may be two or 
three metres apart. 

On these misty and sunny 
days, there's beauty to be 
found in every garden and 
green space, but if you can 
get over to the cemetery 
park, you'll find beauty every- 
where and abundantly. And 
fruitfulness too. 

The park is full of wild fruit 
and most of it ripens in autumn, 
though wild strawberries, black- 
berries and cherries ripen in 
summer and ivy berries in 
March, when hungry birds 
quickly eat them all. 

While we hope that most of 
our wild fruit will be left to 
keep our birds and other 
wildlife through the winter, we 
welcome park visitors picking 
moderately and carefully for 
their own use. 

But if you are a picker, you do 


need to know what you are 
doing. 

Don't eat anything unless 
you know absolutely what it is, 
and that it's good to eat. 

Among the fruits that are 
good for birds but harmful for 
people are holly, woody night- 
shade (a climber with fruits 
like tiny plum tomatoes) and 
spindle-tree, with extraordi- 
nary pink and orange fruits. 

Nowadays it's easy to find 
recipes for wild fruit, in books 
like Richard Mabey's Food for 
Free, or on your sophisticated 
phone or other electronic device. 

A good one to start with is 
wild rose. The hips, ripe in 
October, have the problem that 
they're full of seeds and irritant 
hairs. You get round that by 
straining through a jelly bag, 
and making syrup or jelly. 

Rose hips are very rich in 
vitamin C and, for that reason, 
the UK government organised 
systematic collection of 
them in the Second World War, 
to make up for the loss of 
vitamin C from oranges and 
lemons, whose import was very 
restricted. 

The orange-red berries of 
the rowan tree also make a 
good jelly. We haven't many in 
the cemetery park but there are 
plenty elsewhere. The large 
bunches can be cut from the 
lower branches of the tree 
with scissors. 

If you'd like to learn more 
about wild fruits, how to 
identify them and what you can 
do with them, join a free guid- 
ed nature walk at 2pm on 
Sunday, September 20. 

This walk is part of our 
London Open House event, 
and we also have walks on our 
historic heritage at 10.30am, 
12.30pm and 2.30pm that day. 
All walks are free.

A TEAM of talented residents 
have created a quilt portraying 
the history and landscape of the 
Isle of Dogs. 

And they have donated the finished 
piece to the council, to be displayed at 
Cubitt Town Library. 

The councils libraries and Idea Stores 
host a programme of events for residents 
of all ages including book groups, 
storytelling sessions, fun days and 
current affairs groups.

It will be a showcase for local talent and 
a celebration of the area." 

Cllr Asma Begum, cabinet member for 
culture, said: “The group is a great social 
activity where people can come with 
friends or make new friends, and the quilt 
they have made together is a fantastic 
achievement. 

“It is very important as you become 
older to avoid social isolation and to keep 
active and involved. This will help to 
promote independence."

Swedenborg, sorcery and 
dietary advice from God

LAST week we had a look at 
one of London’s most singular 
’vanished’ villages. 

Had the post-Second World War planners 
tried, they couldn't have done a better job 
of obliterating every trace of Wellclose, not 
simply demolishing the medieval and 
Georgian buildings, but sweeping away the 
very street plan. New estates now cut across 
the old lines of roads - but look closely and 
there are traces. 

Grace's Alley is the sole survivor of the 
four alleys that once ran off the corners of 
Marine Square; Wilton's Music Hall gives 
us a tantalising glimpse of the lovely old 
homes and houses of the square, so casu- 
ally swept away; Swedenborg Gardens, mns 
down one side of the old Princes Square. 

And keep your eyes open, as you walk 
down Ensign Street, for old metal bollards 
bearing the legend 'RBT. The letters stand 
for 'Royal Brunswick Theatre'. 

The Royal Brunswick was proudly raised 
in 1828 to replace the Royalty Theatre, which 
had burnt down in the same year. The 
jerry-built theatre collapsed on February 28, 
just days after it opened. 

As for Wellclose prison, known locally as 
'the Sly House', you'll find nothing on the 
ground. But visit the Museum of London 
and you'll find parts of the preserved old 
gaol, with wood panels bearing the 
scratched names of prisoners.

And Wellclose has its ghosts too. A 
curious collection of mystics and eccentrics 
who echo down centuries. Emanuel 
Swedenborg came to Wellclose in 1710 as 
a young visitor from Sweden. In the early 
years of the 18th century, the hamlet was 
a little Scandinavia, with a Danish church, 
and a Swedish church in Princes Square. 

He would live there in the final 
months of his life, in 1772. By then, 
Swedenborg was much changed. The 
brilliant young scientist, a gifted engineer 
who - Leonardo-like - designed his own 
flying machine long before men took to the 
skies, also wrote brilliantly on anatomy 
and physiology. 

Peering through the gloom of early 
scientific thinking he began to speculate 
about the existence of what we would now 
call neurons, the cerebral cortex, the 
pituitary gland. Many of his 'fancies' have 
now become scientific fact. 


But by the time of his death, Swedenborg's 
powerful religious faith - not unusual, 
especially then, for a man to be both a 
scientist and a religious believer - had 
mutated into something far stranger. By 
the 1740s, his scientific tomes were 
speculating on how the soul was connected 
to the body. 

He was having vivid dreams and visions. 
One night in 1743, the Swede was dining 
at a London tavern. A darkness fell and a 
figure appeared in the corner of the room. 
He spoke, with the rather disappointingly 
mundane message: "Don't eat too much". 
Nonetheless, Emanuel decided that this man 
was God. 

The spiritual world had cracked open for 
him and for the rest of his life he would 
converse with the angels and bring their 
prophecies to the rest of us. He died in 1772 
and was buried in the Swedish church. 

John Thomas Ouekett was a more 
conventional scientist, though just as 
forward looking. A histologist, studying the 
structures of plant and animal cells, Ouekett 
lived with his brother Edwin at 50 Wellclose 
Square and in 1839 founded the Royal 
Microscopical Society. A neighbour was 
Dr Nathaniel Bagshaw Ward, who in 1829 
invented the terrarium, to prevent his 
beloved ferns being poisoned by the 
soot-filled East End air. 

The mystical link continues with 
Hayyim Samuel Jacob Falk, a contemporary 
of Swedenborg. The Rabbi and Kabbalist

settled in Wellclose Square in 1742 having 
fled Westphalia. 

Falk had echoes of Swedenborg, 
with a strong belief in the links between 
the spirit world and this one, a man 
who felt magic and mysticism could 
be used to help his flock with their 
practical problems. 

It was his habit of working miracles and 
displaying magical powers that got him into 
trouble with the city fathers in Germany, 
who decided the rabbi was a sorcerer, and 
sentenced him to be burned at the stake. 

Falk's reputation followed him to London. 
He was said to make secret visits to Epping 
Forest to bury treasure. There was a story 
of the wheel of his carriage coming loose 
on the Whitechapel Road and following him 
all the way back to Stepney. 

He could magically teleport objects from 
one house to another. His Wellclose 
lodgings were lit by everlasting candles. Falk 
died in 1782 and was buried in the 
Alderney Road Cemetery in Mile End. 

Both Falk and Swedenborg were in turns 
venerated and mocked during their lifetimes 
and after. To some they were prescient 
geniuses, to others simply frauds. 

Two men about whom there was no 
doubt, were William Smith and Charles 
Eaton, who lived in Wellclose Square in the 
1870s. There was a Victorian mania for 
antiquities, as pieces of art returned to the 
new London museums from all corners of 
the Empire. 

Billy and Charley fed this hunger with 
some antiquities of their own, not letting 
their lack of education or knowledge (or 
indeed technical expertise) prevent them 
from turning out lead cast tablets and 
trinkets supposedly discovered in the 
Middle East and Far East. 

They were meaningless and should 
have been easy to spot, yet they sold 
hundreds before their game was discovered. 
Charley died in 1879 in his home in 
the Square. 

And those ghosts live on in fiction - in 
Wellclose, to be fair, it was sometimes 
hard to separate fiction from fact. Joseph 
Conrad, that adopted East Ender, lived in 
the Red Ensign Club sailors hostel at the age 
of 21 and would return several times. 
The hostel gives its name to the modern 
Ensign Street. 

The East End pops up time and again in 
the writing of Charles Dickens, unsurpris- 
ing as he was a childhood visitor to the 
home of his uncle in Limehouse. The old 
sugar refinery on Dock Street and Well Street 
appears in The Uncommercial Traveller. 

And the old sea shanty, Tiger Bay, 
namechecks 'Well Street'. Is that our Well 
Street or another - the answer is lost in the 
mists of history. 

As is the old hamlet of Wellclose... but look 
closely and you'll find the traces.

Life on the ocean waves 




The 2015 Clipper Round The World Race gets off to a flying start under Tower Bridge

SEAFARERS, young and old, waved 
goodbye to east London last week 
and set sail to prepare for the 
longest and most gruelling race of 
their lives - the Clipper Round The 
World Race. 


Locals could be forgiven for thinking 
they were in Rio de Janeiro as Brazilian 
dancers entertained the crowds on Sunday 
August 30. 

Standing on the quayside with them 
at St Katharine Docks was Isle of Dogs 
youngster Charlie Stannard, who won the 
right to be part of this prestigious event, and 
35-year-old Wapping commodities broker 
Marta Michalska, who will also be one of the 
crew members. 

Charlie won't be joining the crew of the 
Ichorcoal team, skippered by Darren Ladd, 
until the Pacific Ocean leg begins next 
March, when he will not only face one of his 
toughest challenges, but will also celebrate 
his 21st birthday at sea. 

At St Katharine Docks, queues of people 
waited patiently to get on board the 
yachts that took over the main basin of

central London's only marina, and are 
now making their way 40,000 
nautical mile trip. 

Coconut stalls provided much- 
needed refreshment for on- 
lookers, and a hose proved 
useful for cooling down over- 
heating crew members busy 
making final preparations 
ahead of the race. 

St Katharine Docks resi- 
dent Marta first found out 
about the Clipper Race when 
the boats arrived for the 
2013-14 race start.

Two years later, she has now completed 
her training and will join the Unicef team 
for the first and final legs of the race.

the race village and now two years later, it's 
back in my back garden and I still can't 
believe I am joining it this time!'' 

With support from the sailing centre, 
Charlie has competed in the London Regatta 
and has represented Tower Hamlets in 
the London Youth Games, as well as 
competing at three national and two world 
championships. 

He completed his training last month 
and had to finish all four of the compulsory 
courses before he could take part in 
the race. 

Charlie said: "Helming the Clipper 70 
during my Level 4 training off the start 
line of our first race and leading 
the fleet with my crew mates for 
a few miles was the highlight 
so far. 

"The most challenging 
was the physical impact 
the training has had. 

"However it has 
driven me to want 
to do more and 


also help team mates 
out who are in the same 
position." 

When asked what he 
hoped to achieve from the 
experience, Charlie said: "I 
would love to do my yacht 
masters and adapt what I have 
Jj learnt from the Clipper Race 
into a future career of sailing and 
ocean racing." 

Charlie was nominated by Steve 
Mitchell, Royal Yachting Association 
regional development officer, who 
explained: "Charlie was introduced to 
sailing through the Docklands Sailing and 
Watersport Centre. 

"After first coming to the centre for 
'something to do,' Charlie caught the 
sailing bug and is now using sailing to 
compete in dinghy racing, and volunteer and 
work part time for the DSWC charity. 

"He also volunteers with the London

Youth Games, mentoring younger 
competitors, and runs weekly 
sailing sessions for a local 
disabled group." 

The unique prize, 
including full race 
training and return 
flights to and from 
the race start and 
finish, was donated by 
Clipper Race founder and 
chairman Sir Robin 
Knox- Johnston. 

Judy Blarney, 82, whose 
granddaughter Sophie 
Crocker, 18, and daughter Linda 
Crocker, 48, will both be competing 
in the race said: "It was really fun to 
come down and see the boats that 

Sophie and Linda will soon be calling home. 

I don't think I could join them myself, 
but I think it is a wonderful opportunity and 
I'm very much looking forward to coming 
out to meet them in Cape Town." 

The Pacific Ocean leg is 5,500 miles 
long and will take approximately one 
month to complete. It starts in Qingdao, 
China in March, 2016 and ends on the west 
Coast of the USA. 

Crew members will be trained to 
encounter Mother Nature's toughest, yet 
most exhilarating conditions, including 
towering waves, howling winds, and high 
speed surfs, and at times, the fleet's closest 
human neighbours will be the astronauts 
orbiting above them in the International 
Space Station.

The 50 faces of 
Tower Hamlets 

Exhibition dubbed borough’s National Gallery

FIFTY children from Tower Hamlets 
have had their portraits created 
by 50 of the UK’s most interesting 
and influential artists for a new 
exhibition at the Brady Arts Centre. 

Curator James Burton was struck, during 
a visit to the National Gallery last year, by 
how little representation there was of 
normal' people - the walls are adorned with 
portraits of the famous and their friends, 
the rich, politicians, generals and pop stars. 

50 children/50 artists, unofficially called 
The National Gallery of Tower Hamlets, 
depicts sitters from all walks of life chosen 
through competitions within schools. 

The high calibre group of artists were also 
chosen for their diverse backgrounds and 
disciplines. 

The brief was left open to help nurture 
an eclectic and diverse collection, which 
represents the borough at large and 
celebrates Tower Hamlets by providing a 


snapshot of life during 2014/15. The 
collection also highlights the pride children 
have about living here, the great work 
schools are doing and a sense of family and 
commitment to the community. 

The exhibition was also designed to 
focus on businesses at Canary Wharf and 
in the City, which have links to Tower 
Hamlets and have sponsored the project. 

The overall aim is to raise awareness 
of child poverty - not just in Tower 
Hamlets but across the UK - and about the 
work that takes place to support children 
and their carers.

Eating out, eating in 

Eye-catching morsels, 
each one a work of art

IT’S not a glamorous start. 
The Silver Fox, trudging 
through a BP garage to 
meet me at a new, swing- 
ing joint. I thought, for 
one awful minute, he 
might accidentally walk 
through the car wash. 

The railway arches of 
Cambridge Heath station have 
been transformed, with some 
extraordinary restaurants such 
as Mission and Resident setting 
up shop, so Paradise Garage 
has some stiff competition. 

The interiors are a little bright 
for my liking. I want to turn 
everything down a notch and 
for the environs to feel a little 
more cocooning, as railway 
arches naturally lend them- 
selves to. 

It's clearly all about the food 
here, and is reminiscent of 
Lyles' in Bethnal Green Road - 
the genius of making simple 
ingredients sing. 

There's a lot of small plates 
on offer and we are advised 
that choosing three to four 
dishes each is standard. While 


perusing the menu, we're 
provided with an amuse bouche 
of a velvety pea mousse with 
malty crispbreads: a lovely, 
welcoming touch and superb in 
taste, texture and hopefulness 
of things to come. 

Cod brandade, with squid 
ink, olives and shellfish crisp, is 
extraordinary in its depth of 
flavour, the saltiness of the 
olives and the cod soothed with 
the shellfish crisp (think 
enormous prawn cracker). 

Smoked haddock kedgeree 


with a foamy hollandaise is 
another showstopper, sprinkled 
with brown puff rice, which 
unfortunately look like grubs, 
but add a new dimension of 
texture to a slippery dish. 

Tomatoes with eel jelly and 
nasturtium get us thinking 
more creatively about our 
overgrown nasturtium in the 
garden, and grilled sweetcorn 
with hemp seed and savoury is 
another dish that gets our taste- 
buds asking questions. 

Each dish has an originality 


and balance of textures and 
flavours that feels more like 
art than a meal out. 

Monkfish is served with cock- 
les so fresh they are more like 
oysters in flavour and texture. I 
have never had a cockle so 
memorable, it changes my whole 
experience of the bivalves. 

Charred mackerel with cod 
roe and rice crackers is again 
stunning, offering similar taste 
and texture dimensions. 

You wouldn't want to come 
here if you need a bunt-up, and 
we were wondering whether 
we'd actually eaten enough by 
the end. But the experience is 
second to none - a series of 
eye-catching morsels that get 
you asking questions and 
pondering the time and thought 
that goes into each creation. 

Two ate six dishes with a 
rather marvellous white wine 
for under £90, including service 
and water. It's worth noting a 
tasting menu is available for £45 
per head and I imagine this is 
the thing to do to experience the 
gamut of their work.

Honey & chilli roasted potato on 
couscous & beetroot salad - serves 2-3 


Ingredients 

2 large sweet potatoes, halved 

2 tbsp butter 
Salt and pepper 

3 tbsp honey 

2 tsp chilli flakes 


FOR THE SALAD 

200g COUSCOUS 

250ml veg stock 

1 medium red onion, finely 
chopped 

Juice of 1 lemon 

2 cooked beetroot, diced 
Handful parsley leaves 


Method 

1. Pre-heat the oven to 200°C. 

2. Lightly score the sweet 
potatoes, then brush with 
butter. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Pour the honey on the 
sweet potatoes, then sprinkle 
with chilli flakes. 

3. Place on a baking tray and 
cover with foil. Bake for 30 
minutes. Remove the foil and 
bake for another 15 minutes. 

4. While the potatoes are 
baking, place the couscous in a 


saucepan, pour in the hot 
vegetable stock and mix. 
Cover and leave for 10 minutes. 

5. When the couscous is soft and 
fluffy, mix in the chopped 
onions, cooked beetroot and 
lemon juice with a fork. Add the 
cooked beetroot. 

6. When the baked potatoes are 
ready, cut each piece in three. 
Spoon the couscous salad onto 
2 or 3 plates, garnish with 
parsley leaves and divide the 
sweet potatoes on top.

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year. For permit charges and

SHE has been an Olympic 
and World Championship 
gold medallist, but Chris- 
tine Ohuruogu suffered a 
rare major event defeat in 
the athletics World Cham- 
pionships in Beijing. 

Ohuruogu, who trained along- 
side Perri Shakes-Drayton at 
Mile End Stadium, came 
in last in the final of the 400m 
at the Birds Nest Stadium... 
something unheard of in her 
usual battle plans. 

She had looked comfortable 
when winning both the 
quarter-finals and semi-finals 
and, although American star 
Allyson Felix was always going 
to be the title favourite, many 
fancied Ohuruogu to pull off 
a surprise. 

After all, she was not only the 
defending double champion, 
but also the 2008 Olympic 
champion. 

Ohuruogu briefly threatened 
to challenge early leader Felix 
at the end of the back straight, 
but the American passed her 
inside the first 50m. 

Felix took gold in 4g.26secs, 
the quickest time in the world 
this season. 

Shaunae Miller of the Ba- 
hamas took silver with Jamaica's 
Shericka Jackson third. 

Ohuruogu, who will now

begin her build-up for the 
Rio Olympics next year, wasn't 
too despondent, despite the fi- 
nal not going her way. 

After expending so much 
energy trying to compete with 
Felix she had nothing left in the 


tank for her traditional flying 
finish. 

She said: "I didn't really have 
a race plan. I was in with a 
bunch of sprinters who know 
how to sprint very well and I 
knew I had to try and get out 


quite strong and use my 
strength in what I thought 
would be a tussle. 

'1 knew Felix was going to go 
out hard so I knew I had to try 
and match that, but she had a 
kick that I didn't quite know 
what to do with. 

"When the race is fluid you 
don't really think that much, but 
I was thinking quite a bit, 'my 
title's gone'. 

"Normally, I'm quite good at 
judging people's paces and 
being able to match them. 

"But I just think there was 
something snappy that was 
missing. I don't know whether 
it was the loss of training that 
I haven't quite done. 

"I'm not going to be upset, it's 
a real blessing to even be here, 
as many times throughout the 
year I couldn't be bothered to fin- 
ish the season because the sea- 
son was so distressing at times, 
although coming eighth wasn't 
what I had in mind. There were 
supreme runners today. 

"I gave it my best shot. It has 
been a difficult season but I 
worked hard to get back to 
make the final. Thanks to every- 
one for their support." 

There was something of a 
happy ending for Ohuruogu 
though. In the 4x400m 
relay, her powerful start helped 
the British quartet to finish 
third and take the bronze medal.

WAPPING Hockey Club 
goalkeeper coach Maddie 
Hinch took England from 
the brink of defeat to a 
sensational EuroHockey 
Championship victory on 
August 30.

England were champions. 

"This is literally the best 
feeling in the world and, God, 
do we deserve it,'' said Hinch. 

"We've had some lows, but 
this has been one hell of a sum- 
mer and this has been coming. 

"It just shows the level of 
belief in our team - to come 
from two goals down, to say 
'we're not giving up on this'." 


Speaking about the shootout, 
Hinch said she had done her 
research on the opposition and 
it paid dividends. 

"I'm known to be a bit of a 
geek on this kind of stuff and it 
was my turn to step up and 
do it," she said. 

Caia van Maasakker's third- 
quarter penalty corner double 
looked to have won it for the 
Dutch after they had finally 
broken the England defence.

In the next attack, Willemijn 
Bos conceded a corner and 
Lily Owsley finished from 
close range for 2-2, setting up 
that dramatic finale.

The brochure explains the 
co-ordinated school admissions system, application 
procedure and how decisions are made if a school 
receives more applications than places available. 

The school visiting times, which are also in the 
brochure, are set out opposite. To obtain more 
information about schools in other Local Authority 
areas, you should contact the School Admissions 
Team in that area for their admissions brochure or the 
schools directly for a prospectus and details of their 
open days. Contact details can be found in the 'Ready 
for Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' brochure or 
alternatively you can contact Pupil Services. 


THE APPLICATION PROCEDURE FOR ALL 
TOWER HAMLETS RESIDENTS 


APPLY ONLINE 

Applying online is a simple and easy way to submit 
your applications for secondary schools. You can 
apply online from now until 31 October 2015, the 
closing date, and you will not have to complete a 
paper form. You can also make changes to your 
application up until 31 October. You will then receive 
an e-mail (as well as a letter) informing you of the 
results in early March next year. Go to: 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/schooladmissions 


MAKING YOUR APPLICATION 
You MUST apply online or complete a Tower 
Hamlets Secondary Transfer Common Application 
Form (CAF), even if you are not applying to a Tower 
Hamlets secondary school. 

If your child attends a Tower Hamlets primary 
school the form will be given to you by the primary 
school in early September. If your child attends a 
school outside Tower Hamlets you can obtain an 
application pack from the Tower Hamlets Pupil 
Services Team. You will not need to complete the 
CAF if you apply online (see above). 

You can apply for up to six schools in Tower 
Hamlets or across London 
You should name the schools in your order of 
preference on the application form, and put the school 


that you would most like your child to attend first on 
the form, the next school that you prefer you should 
put second, and so on. This is what is known as 
"ranking" your applications in order of preference. If 
you decide not to apply for as many as six schools we 
strongly recommend you name at least three schools. 

• If you are applying for the Bishop Challoner 
schools, Sir John Cass, Raine's or Canary Wharf 
College 3 you will need to complete a 
supplementary form as well as complete an online 
application or CAF. The supplementary form must 
be obtained and returned directly to the schools. 
The "supplementary form" is NOT an application 
form but needs be completed for these schools. 

• if you are a applying for a music place at St Paul's 
Way Trust School or a specialist language place 
at Sir John Cass Foundation and Redcoat School, 
please contact the school directly for a copy of 
the registration form. As well as completing and 
returning the registration form direct to the 
school, you must also choose the school when 
you apply online or complete the CAF. 

• If you are applying to an out-borough school you 
may also need to complete a supplementary form 
for some schools. You should contact the school 
or the School Admissions Team in the relevant 
Local Authority (LA) to find out if this is the case. 

Information for non-Tower Hamlets residents 

Parents of children who do not live in Tower 
Hamlets cannot complete the Tower Hamlets CAF, 
even if they are applying to a Tower Hamlets school. 
They must contact the School Admissions Team in the 
LA where they live for an application form and more 
information. All non-Tower Hamlets residents must 
complete a Supplementary Form if they are applying 
to any of the Tower Hamlets Schools. Please contact 
the Tower Hamlets Pupil Services Team for guidance. 

CLOSING DATE FOR APPLICATIONS 

Your completed application must be submitted 
by 31 October 2015. By applying online you can 
be certain that your application reaches us by 
31 October. If your child attends a Tower Hamlets 
primary school and you do not apply online, you 
should return the CAF to the primary school by 
Friday 23 October (end of term). 

Any applications received later than the closing 
date will be considered after those received on time, 
and the chances of being offered a place at one of 
your chosen schools will be greatly reduced. 

AFTER THE CLOSING DATE 

Admissions to schools in Tower Hamlets and across 
London are co-ordinated using a central computer 
called the 'Pan London Register'. The register holds 
and exchanges information for all the London Local 
Authorities and helps to ensure that each child 
receives a single offer of a school place. This process 
will take place from November to late February 201 6. 
Tower Hamlets LA will make decisions on applications 
for schools which use the Council's Admission Policy 
by using the oversubscription criteria set out in the 
'Ready for Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' 


brochure. The governing bodies of the Bishop 
Challoner schools, Sir John Cass, Raine's, Wapping 
High, London Enterprise Academy and Canary Wharf 
College 3 will decide using their own criteria, which 
are also set out in the brochure. 


NOTIFYING YOU OF THE OUTCOME OF 
YOUR APPLICATIONS 

On 1 March 201 6 notification letters will be sent to 
parents to advise whether or not a place can be 
offered for their child. Parents who applied online will 
receive an email on 1 March 2016. If you live in 
Tower Hamlets the letter will come from the Pupil 
Services Team, regardless of whether the school 
being offered is in Tower Hamlets or elsewhere. No 
child will be offered more than one school place. You 
will therefore be notified of the highest "ranked" 
school that is able to offer a place. Lower ranked 
offers will be cancelled or 'withdrawn'. If an 
application to a higher ranked school is unsuccessful, 
the letter will explain how you can appeal against the 
decision to refuse a place. If you live in Tower Hamlets 
and it is not possible to offer your child a place at any 
of your preferred schools, we will tell you which 
schools in Tower Hamlets you can still apply for. If 
necessary, we will allocate (reserve) your child a place 
at the nearest school with an available place. 


WAITING LISTS 

If your child has not been offered a place at any of 
your preferred schools, s/he will remain on the waiting 
lists for these schools until the October half-term. 

If you wish to remain on the waiting list for a Tower 
Hamlets School after the October half-term, you must 
complete an In Year Transfer form, which is available 
from the Pupil Services Team. Please note that 
transfers take place at the beginning of every term 
and half term, and you can view the timetable in the 
guidance notes which accompany the In Year Transfer 
form or on the Tower Hamlets Council website. 

You can also contact Pupil Services to place your 
child on the waiting list for Tower Hamlets schools 
that you did not apply to originally. For the Bishop 
Challoner schools, Sir John Cass, Raine's, Wapping 
High, London Enterprise Academy and Canary Wharf 
College 3, please follow advice from these schools.
